On the evening of December 7th, 1960, the Montgomery County Civil Defense organizetion 


had a “skull practive” session to discuss s hypothetical civil defense problem propanded

Among those ettending were Civil Defense Directors from sizteen of the sixty-two munici- 
palities in the County, a number of civil defense personnel from other localities in the 
County, and the principal membere of General Cota's staff.

emergency: the Admiral streesed the importsnce of overriding priorities for radiation 
fallout message information throughout the CD chain of command.
